History Repeating Itself in 
The Delaware River 
V a l l e y 


BUT ON BIGGER SCALE 


The steel industry which is soon 
to come to lower Ducks County and 
southern New Jersey will not be 
the first to locate in this arca. His­ 
tory is merely repeating itself, but 
on a far bigger scale, it is claimed 
The Delaware River region is 
making a big comeback to steel- 
making 
prominence, 
this 
time, 
when United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion commences erection of a huge 
plant in Falls Township, along the 
Delaware river. 
This section of eastern Pennsyl­ 
vania where the l \ S. Steel Corp. 
will locate its Fairless Works, was 
the state’s principal area of iron 
manufacture prior to 1800. Then 
iron aud steel manufacture began 
a' migration west of the Susque­ 
hanna river, and the eastern part of 


the state lost its iron prominence. 
Southern 
New 
Jersey, 
where 
National Steel will place its large 
new mill, had an iron industry as 
early as 1730, Trenton had one; 
small furnace for the manufacture! 
of steel during the Revolutionary! 
War and was the site of the first', 
open hearth furnace in the United 
States for the manufacture of steel 
in 1868. according to the American 
Iron and Steel Institute. 
The Iron 
industry of Eastern 
Pennsylvania had its beginning id 
j 1716 when Thomas n u tte r built a 
bloomery in Berks County. Eleven 
years later the Durham furnace 
was built on a site about 35 miles 
northwest of United S tu le s Steel's 
property near Morrisville. The D ur­ 
ham furnace helped supply Con­ 
tinental t roo I Mi during the Revolu­ 
tion. Durham boats, which carried 
iron to Philadelphia, were used by 
George Washington to carry troops 
across tile Delaware in tile capture 
of Trenton* the Institute reports. 
For the most part, Pennsylvania's 
Iron works In the 170b’s w ere lo­ 
cated within a 40 mile radius of 
Philadelphia, their only major m ar­ 
ket. There were also two small 
furnaces in that city for convert­ 
ing iron into steel.
